* 5 HE next t day L ailed to another Iſland, 
and thence to a third and fourth, ſome- 
times uſing my Sail, and ſometimes my 
Paddles.

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in a Cave, whereof there were great 
numbers. I gathered plenty of Eggs up- 
on the rocks, and got a quantity of dry 
Ses · weed, and parched Graſs, which 1 

deſi gned to kindle the next day, and 
roaſt my Eggs as well as I could. (For 
I had about me my Flint, Steel, Match, 
and Burning-glaſs.) I lay all night in 
the Cave where I had lodged my provi- 
f ions. My Bed was the ſame, dry Graſs 
and Sea-weed which I intended for fewel. 
I llept very little, for the Diſquicts of 
my mind prevailed over my wearineſs, 
and kept me awake. I conſidered how 
impoſſible it was to preſerve my Life, 
in ſo; deſolate a, place, and how mi- 
ſerable my end muſt I be; Vet found 
my ſelf ſo liſtleſs and deſponding, that 
I had not the heart to riſe, and before 
I could get ſpirits enough to creep out 
of my Cave, the day was far advanced. 
I walked a while among the Rocks, 
the Sky was perfectly clear, and the 
Sun ſo hot, that L was forced to turn 


my face from it: When all on a ſud- 
den 


den it became: obſcured'as'T thought, in 
a manner very different from what hap- 
pens by the interpoſition of a Cloud. 1 
turned back, and perceived a vaſt opake 
body between me and the Sun, moving 
forwards towards the Iſland: ir ſeemed to 
be about two Miles high, and hid the 
Sun ſix or ſeven Minutes, but I did not 
obſcrve the Ait to be much colder, or 
the Sky more darkned, chan if I had 
ſtood under the ſhade of a Mountain. 
As it approached nearer over the place 
where I was, it appeared to me a firm 
ſubſtance, the bottom flat, ſmooth, and 
ſhining very bright from the reflexion of 
the Sea below. Iftood upon a height 
about two hundred Yards from the Shoar, 
and faw this vaſt body "deſcending al- 
moſt to a parallel with me, at leſs than 
an Enghiſþ Mile diſtance.

But at the 
ſame time the Reader can. hardly. con- 
ceive my Aſtoniſhment, to behold an 
Iſland in the Air, inhabited by Men, 
who were able (as it ſhould ſeem) to 
raiſe or ſink, or put it into a progreſ- 
ſive motion, as they pleaſed, But not 
being at that time in a diſpoſition to

Their 
heads were all reclined either to the 
right or the left; one of their Eyes 
turned in ward, and the other directly up 
to the Zenith. Their outward Garments 
were adorned with the figures of Suns, 
Moons and Stars, interwaoven with thoſe 
of Fiddles, Flutes, Harps, Trumpets, 
Guittars, Harpſicords, and many more 
Inſtruments of Muſi ck, unknown to us in 
Europe.

Kio of them, ey eſpecially thoſe 
who deal in the Aſtronomical part, have 
great Faith in judicial Aſtrology, al- 
though they are aſhamed to own it pub. 
lickly. But, what I chiefly admired, and 
thought altogether unaccountable, was 
the ſtrong diſpoſition I obſerved in them 
towards News and Politicks, perpetual- 
ly enquiring into Publick affairs, giving 
their Judgments in matters of State; 
and paſſionately diſputing every Inch 
of a Party Opinion. I have indeed ob- 
ſerved the ſame diſpoſition among moſt 
of the Mathematicians I have known 
in Europe, although I could never diſ- 
cover the leaſt Analogy between the 
two Sciences; unleſs thoſe People ſup- 
poſe, that becauſe the ſmalleſt Circle 
hath as many degrees as the largeſt, 
therefore the regulation and manage- 
ment of the World require no more 
Abilities than the handling and turn- 


ing 
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ing of a Globe. But, I rather take this 
quality to ſpring from a very common 
infirmity of human nature, inclining us 
to be more curious and conceited in 
matters where we have leaſt concern, 
and for which we are leaſt adapted either 
by a or nature. 


1 HESE People are anda need 
difquictudes, never enjoying a minutes 
peace of mind; and their diſturbances 
proceed from Cauſes which very little 
affect the reſt of Mortals. Their appre- 
henſions ariſe from ſeveral Changes they- 
dread in; the celeſtial Bodies. For in- 
ſtance ; that the Earth by the continual 
approaches of the Sun towards it, muſt ;

That the face of the Sun 
will by degrees be encruſted with its 
own Effluvia, and give no mote Light 
to the World, That the Earth very | 
narrowly eſcaped a bruſh from the Tail 
of the laſt Comet, which would have. 
infallibly reduced it to Aſhes; and that

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the next, which they have calculated for 
one and thirty "Years hence, will proba+ 
bly deſtroy us. For, if in its Periheli- 
on it ſhould approach within a certain 


degree of the Sun, (as by their Calcula- 


tions they have reaſon to dread) it will 
conceive a degree of heat ten thoufand 
times more intenſe than that of red-hot 
Slowing Iron; and in its abſence from 


the Sun, carry a blazing tail ten hundred 


thouſand and fourteen Miles long; through 
which if the Earth ſhould paſs at the di- 
ſtance of one hundred thouſand Miles 


from the Nucleus or main Body of the 


Comet, it muſt in its Paſſage be ſet on 
Fire, and reduced to Aſhes. That the 
Sun daily ſpending its Rays without an 
Nutriment to ſupply them, will at laſt be 
wholly conſumed and annihilated ; which 
muſt be attended with the Deſtruction 
of this Earth, and of all the Planets _ 
receive their Light from it.

of Friendſhip, and dead to all natural 


Affection, which never deſcended be- 
low their Grand- children. Envy and 
impotent Deſires are their prevailing 
- Paſſions. But thoſe Objects againſt 
which their Envy ſcems principally di- 
reed, are the Vices of the younger ſort, 
and the Deaths of the old. By reflect- 
ing on the former, they find themſelves 


| cutoff from all poſſibility of Pleaſure;

and whenever they ſee a Funeral, they 
lament and repine that others are gone 
| to an Harbour of Reſt, to which they 


themſelves never can hope to arrive.

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They have no Remembrance of any 


thing but what they learned and obſerv'd 
in their Youth and middle Age, and 


even that is very imperfect. And for the 


Truth or Particulars of any Fact, it is 


ſafer to depend on common Traditions 
than upon their beſt Recollections. The 
leaſt miſerable among them appear to 


be thoſe who turn to Dotage, and en- 
tirely loſe their Memories; theſe meet 
with more Pity and Aſſiſtance, becauſe 


they want many bad Qualities which 
abound in others. 


Ir a Strulabrugg happen to marry one 


of his own kind, the Marriage is diſ- 


ſolved of courſe by the courteſy of the 
Kingdom, as ſoon as the younges of the 
two comes to be Four- ſcore. For the 
Law thinks it a reaſonable Indulgence, 


that thoſe who are condemned without 
any Fault of their own to a perpetual 


continuance in the World, ſhould not 
have their Miſery doubled "_ the Load

As 
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As ſoon as chey have compleated the 


term of eighty Vears, they are looked 
on as dead in Law 3 theit Heirs imme- 
diately ſucceed to their Eſtates, only a 
{mall Pittance is reſerved for their ſup- 
port, and the poor ones are maintained 
at the publick Charge. Aſter that Pe- 


riod they are held incapable of any 


Employment of Truſt or Profit, they 
cannot purchaſe Lands or take Leaſes 
neither are they allowed to be Witneſſes 
in any Cauſe, either Civil or Criminal, 
not even for the Deciſion of Meers and 
Bounds. 


Ar Ninety they loſe their Teeth and 
Hair, they have at that age no diſ- 
tinction of Taſte, but cat and drink 
whatever they can get, without Reliſh 
or Appetite. The Diſeaſes they were 
ſubject to ſtill continue without en- 
creaſing or diminiſhing. In talking 


| they forget the common Appellation of 


things, and the names of Perſons, even 
of thoſe who are their neareſt Friends 
and

they never can amuſe themſelves with 
Reading, becauſe their Memory will not 
ſerve to carry them from the beginning 
of a Sentence to the end; and by this 
defect they are deprived of the only

8 Thought this account of whe 
S & Jruldbruggs might be ſome 
Sens Entertainment to the Reader, 
becauſe it ſeems to be a little out of the 
common way, at leaſt, I do not remem- 
ber to have met the like in any Book of 
Travels that hath come to my hands : 

And if I am deccived, my Excuſe muſt 
be, that it is neceſſary for Travellers, who 
deſcribe the ſame country, very often

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ticulars, without deſerving the cenſure 
of having borrowed or tranſcribed from 
thoſe who wrote before them. 
THERE is indeed a perpetual Com- 
merce between this Kingdom and the 
great Empire of Japan, and it is 
very probable that the Fapaneſe Au- 
thors may have given ſome account of 
the Struldbruggs'; but my ſtay in Ja. 


pan was lo ſhort, and I was ſo in- 


tirely a ſtranger to that Language, that 
I was not qualified to make any En- 
quiries. But I hope the Dutch upon 
this notice will be curious and able 
Ne to ſupply my Defects.

me to accept ſome Employment in his 
Court, and finding me abſolutely de- 
termined to return to my native coun-

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Japan. He like wiſe preſented me with 
four hundred forty four large pieces of 
Gold (this Nation delighting in even 
Numbers) and a red Diamond which 
1 ſold in England for eleven hundred 
Pounds. 


ON the. ſixth Day of May 1709, 
I took a ſolemn leave of his Majeſty, 
and all my Friends. This Prince was

the Iſland. In ſix Days I found a 
Veſſel ready to carry me to Japan, 
and ſpent fifteen Days in the Voyage, 
We landed at a ſmall Port-Town cal- 
led Xamoſchi, ſituated on the South- 
Eaſt part of Fapan ; the Town lies on 
the Meſtern Point where there is a nar. 
row Streight, leading Northward into 
along Armof the Sea, upon the North. 
Weſt part of which, 7240 the Metropo. 
lis ſtands. At Landing I ſhewed the 
Cuſtom-Houſe Officers my Letter from 

wat the 
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the King of Luggnagg- to his Imperial 
Majeſty. They knew the Seal perfect. 


ly well, it was as broad as the Palm 
of my Hand. The Impreſſion was, 4 
King lifting up a lame Beggar from 
the Earth. The Magiſtrates. of the 
Town hearing of my Letter, received 
me as a Publick Miniſter, - they pro- 
vided me with, Carriages and Servants, 
and bore my Charges to Zedo, where 
I was: admitted to an Audience, and 
delivered my Letter, which was o- 
pened with great Ceremony, and ex- 
plained to the Emperor by an Inter- 
preter, who then gave me notice by 
his Majeſty's Order, that I ſhould ſig- 
nity my Requeſt, and whatever it were, 
it ſhould be granted for the ſake of his 
Royal Brother of Luggnagg. This 
Interpreter was a perſon employed to 
tranſact affairs with the Hollanders, 
he ſoon conjectured by my Coun- 
.tenance that I was an European, and 
therefore repeated his Majeſty's Com- 
en in Lou - Dutch, which he ſpoke 


perfect) > 
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perfectly well. I anſwered, (Cas I had 
before determined) that 1 was a Dutch 
Merchant, ſhipwrecked in a very re- 
mote country, from whence I travelled 
by Sea and Land to Lnggnagg; and then 
took ſhipping for Japan, where Iknew 
my countrymen often traded, and with 
ſome of theſe. I hoped to get an oppor. 
tunity of returning into Europe I 
therefore moſt humbly entreated his 
Royal Favout to give order, that I 
ſhoald be conducted in ſafety to Nan- 
gaſac. To this 1 added another Peti- 
tion, that for the ſake of my Patron 
the King of Luggnagg, his Majeſty 
would condeſcend to excuſe my per- 
forming the Ceremony impoſed on my 
countrymen of rrampling upon the 
 Grucifix,, becauſe I had been throw in- 
to his Kingdom by my Misfortunes, 
without any intention of trading. When 
this latter Petition was interpreted to 
the Emperor, he ſeemed a little ſur-

began to doubt whether I was a real 
Hollander or no; but rather ſuſpected

would comply with the ſingularity of

I had 
lived long in Holland, purſuing my Stu- 
dies at Leyden, and I fpoke Dutch well. 
The Seamen ſoon knew from whencel 
came laſt; they were cutious to en- 
quire into my Voyages and courſe of 
Life, I made up a Story as ſhort and 
probable as I could, but concealed the 
greateſt part. 1 knew many perſons 
in Holland, I was able to invent names 
for my Parents, whom I pretended to 
be obſcure People in the Province of 
Gelderland. I would have given the 
Captain (one Theodorus Yangrult) what 
he pleaſed to ask for my Voyage to 
Holland ;, bat” underſtanding.

Sailor, 'but a little too poſitive in his

Advice, he might have been ſafe at 


home with his Family at this time, as 
well as my ſelf. 


I Hap ſeyeral men died in my ſhip 
of Calentures, ſo that I was forced to 
get Recruits out of Barbadoes, and the 
Leeward Iſlands, where Itouched by 
the direction of the Merchants who 
employed me, which I had ſoon too much 
cauſe to repent ; for I found afterwards 
that moſt of them had been Bucaneers. 
I had Fifty hands on board, and my

| Bur firſt they reſolved to ſell the Goods 
in the ſhip, and then go to Madagaſ: 
car ſor. Recruits, ſeveral among them 
having died ſince my Confinement. 
They failed many Weeks, and traded 
with the Indians, but 1 knew not what 
courſe they took, being kept à cloſe 
Priſoner, in my Cabbin, and expecting 


nothing leſs than to be murdered, as

They forced 
me into the Long-boar, letting me put 
on my beſt Suit of Cloaths, which were 
is good as New, and a ſmall bundle 
of Linnen, but no Arms except my 
Hanger; and they were ſo civil as not 
to ſearch my Pockets, into which I con- 
veyed what Money I had, with ſome 
other little Neceſſaries.

on a Strand. I deſi red them to tell me 
what Country it Was.

: The Land was divided by long 
rows of Trees not regularly planted, t 


but naturally growing ; there was great 
plenty of Graſs, and ſcyeral. Fields of | 
Oats. I walked very circumſpectly for | 
fear of being ſurprized, or ſuddenly ſhot 
with an Arrow from behind or on ei- 
ther ſide. 1 fell into a beaten. road, 
| where - I ſaw many tracks of 8 
feet, and ſome of Cows, but moſt of 
Horſes. At laſt I beheld ſeveral ani- 
mals in a Field, and one or two of the 
fame

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fame kind ſitting in Trees. Their 
Shape was very ſingular, and deformed, 
© which a little diſcompoſed me, ſo that 
I lay down behind a Thicket to obſerve 
them better, Some of them coming 
forward near the Place where I lay, gave 
me an opportunity of diſtinctly mark- 
ing their Form. Their Heads and Breaſts 
were covered with a thick Hair, ſome 
frizled and others lank, they had Beards 
like Goats, and a long ridge of Hair 
down their Backs, and the fore-parts of 
their Legs and Feet, but the reſt of their 
bodies were bare, ſo that I might ſee 
their Skins, which were of a brown 
buff Colour. They had no Tails, nor 
any Hair at all on their Buttocks, except 
about the Anus; which, I preſume, 
Nature had placed there to defend them 
as they ſate on the Ground ; for this 
Poſture they uſed, as well as lying down, 
and often ſtood on their hind Feet. 
They climbed high Trees, as nimbly as

be would often ſpring, and bound, and leap 
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in oils points, and hooked: They 


with prodigious Agility. The Females 
were not ſo large as the Males, they had 


long lank Hair on their Backs but none 


on their Faces, nor any thing more than 
a ſort of Dovn on the reſt of their 
Bodics, except about the Anus, and 
Pudenda. Their Dugs hung between 
their Fore-feet, and often reached almoſt 
to the Ground as they walked, The 


Hair of both Sexes was of ſeveral Co- 


louts, brown, red, black and yellow. 
Upon the whole, I never beheld in all 
my travels ſo diſagrecable an Animal, 
nor one againſt which I naturally con- 
ceived ſo ſtrong an antipathy. So that 
thinking I had ſeen enough, full of 
Contempt and Averſion, I got up and 
purſued, the beaten road, hoping it 
might direct me to the Cabbin of ſome 

Indian. 1 had not gone far when I met 


one of theſe Creatures full in my way, 


and coming up directly to me. The 


ugly Monſter, when he ſaw me, diſ- 


torted 
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torted ſeveral ways every Feature of 
his Viſage, and ſtared as at an Object 
he had never ſeen before; then approach- 
ing nearer, lifted up his Fore-paw, whe- 
ther out of Curioſity or. Miſchief, I 
could not tell. But I drew my Hanger, 
and gave him a good Blow with the 
flat Side of it, for J durſt not ſtrike 
him with the Edge, fearing the Inha- 
bitants might be provoked againſt me, 
if they ſhould come to know, that 1 
bad killed or maimed any of their Cat- 
tle. When the beaſt felt the Smart, he 
drew back, and roarcd ſo loud, that a 
Herd of at leaſt Forty came flocking 
about me from the next Field, houl- 
ing and making odious faces; but I 
ran to the Body of a Tree, and lean- 
ing my Back againſt it, kept them off, 
by waving my Hanger. Several of this 
curſed brood getting hold of the Bran- 
ches behind leapt up in the Tree, from 
whence they began to diſcharge their 
Excrements on. my Head : However, I 
eſcaped pretty well, by ſticking cloſe 

| to 
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to the Stem of the Tree, but was al- 
moſt ſtifled with the _ which 1 
about me on every ſide. : 


Ix the mig of this Diſtreſs, Job. 
ſerved them all to run away on a ſud- 
den as faſt as they could, at which 1 
ventured to leave the Tree, and purtue 
the Road, wondering what it was that 
could put them into this Fright. But 
locking on my left-hand, I ſaw a Horſe 
walking ſoftly in the Field: which my 
Perſccutors having ſooner diſcover'd, was 
the cauſe of their flight. The Horſe 
ſtarted a little when he came near me, 
bat ſoon recovering himſelf, looked full 
in my Face with manifeſt tokens of 
wonder: He viewed my Hands and Feet, 
walking round me ſeveral times. I would 
have purſued my Journey, but he placed 

himſelf directly in the way, yet looking 
with a very mild Aſpect, never offering 
the leaſt Violence. We ſtood gazing at 
each other for ſome time; at laſt I took 
the Boldneſs, to reach my Hand towards 
his 
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his Neck, with a deſign to ſtroak it, 
ufing the common ſtyle and whiſtle of 
Jockies when they are going to handle 
a ſtrange Horſe, But this Animal ſeem- 
ing to receive my Civilities with diſ- 
dain, ſhook his head, and bent his 
brows, ſoftly raiſing up his right Fore- 
foot to remove my Hand. Then he 
neighed three or four times, but-in ſo 
different a Cadence, that I almoſt began 
to think he was ſpeaking to himſelf in 
ſome language of his own. 


WulL He and I were thus em- 
ployed, another Horſe came up; who 
applying himſelf to the firſt in a very 
formal manner, they gently ſtruck each 
others right Hoof before, neighing ſeve- 
ral times by Turns, and varying the 
Sound, which ſeemed to be almoſt ar- 
ticulate. They went ſome Paces off, as 
if it were to confer together, walking 
Side by Side, backward and forward, 
like Perſons deliberating upon ſome af - 

fair of Weight, but often turning their 
— Eyes 
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Eyes towards me, as it were to watch 
that I might not elcaßk. 1 was amazed 
i et ſuch Actions and Behaviour in 
Brute Beaſts, and concluded with "my 
ſelf, that if the Inhabitants of this Conn- 
try were endued with a proportionable 
degree of Reaſon, they muſt needs be 
the wiſeſt people upon Earth. This 
Thought gave me ſo much Comfort, 
that I reſolved to go forward untill I 
could diſcover ſome Houſe or Village, 
or meet with any of the Natives, leaving 
the two Horſes to diſcourſe together as 
they pleaſed. But the firſt, who was a 
Dapple- Gtey, obſerving me to ſteal off; 
neighed after me in ſo expreſſive a 
tone, that 1 fancied myſelf to under- 
fand What he meant; Wherenpon 1 
turned back, and came near him, to 
expect his farther commands. But con- 
cealing my fear as much as 1 could, 
for 1 began to be in ſome Pain, how 
this Adventure might terminate ; and 
the Reader will eaſily believe 1 did nor 


much like 8 preſent ſtuation. 


THE 
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Tur two Horſes came up clole to 
me, looking with great Earneſtneſs up- 
on my Face and Hands. The Grey 
ſteed rubbed my Hat all round with 
his right Forc-hoof, and diſcompoſed 
it ſo much, that I was forced ro adjuſt 
it better, by taking it off, and ſetling 
it again; whereat both he and his Com- 
panion (who was a brown Bay) ap- 
peared to be much ſurprized, the latter 
felt the Lappet of my Coat, and finding 
it to hang looſe about me, they both 
looked with new ſigns of Wonder. He 
ſtroked my Right-hand, ſeeming to ad- 
mire the EY and Colour; but he 
| ſqueezed it ſo hard between his Hoof 
and his Paſtern, that I was forced to 
toar; after which they both touched me 
with all poſſible tenderneſs. They were 
under great Perplexity about my Shoes 
and Stockings, which they felt very of- 
ten, ncighing to. each other, and uſi ing 
various Geſtures, not unlike thoſe of a 
Philoſopher, when bg would attempt to

Uron the whole, the Behaviour of 
theſe Animals was ſo orderly and rati- 
onal, ſo acute and judicious, that I at 
laſt concluded, they muſt needs be Ma- 
gicians, who had thus metamorphoſed 
themſelves upon ſome deſign, and ſee- 
ing a Stranger in the way, were re- 
ſolved to divert themſelves with him; 
or perhaps were really amazed at the 
ſight of a Man ſo very different in Ha- 
bit, Feature and Complexion from thoſe 
who might probably live in ſo remote 
2 Climate. Upon the ſtrength of this 

Reaſoning, I ventured to addreſs. them 
in the following Manner : Gentlemen, 
if you be Conjurers, as I have good 
cauſe to believe, you can underſtand 

any Language ; therefore I make bold 

to let your Worſhips know, that I am 
a a poor diſtreſſed Engliſh Man, driven 
by his misfortunes upon your Coaſt, and 
L entreat one of you, to let me ride up- 
on 
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on his Back, as if he were a real Horſe, 
to ſome Houſe or Village, where I can 
be relieved. In return of which Fa- 
vour, I will make you a Preſent of 
this Knife and Bracelet, (raking them 
out of my Pocket.) The two crca- 
tures ſtood ſilent while I ſpoke, ſeeming 
to liſten with great Attention ; and 
when I had ended, they neighed: fre- 
quently towards each other, as if they 
were engaged in ſcrious Converſation. 
I plainly obſerved, that their Language 
expreſſed the Paſſions very well, and 
the words might with little Pains be 
rclolved into an Alphabet more caſt ily 


than the Chineſe. 


I couL o frequently diſtinguiſh the 
word Taboo, which was repeated by 
each of them ſeveral times; and altho” 
it was impoſſible for me to conjecture 


what it meant, yet while the two 


_ Horſes were buſy in Converſation, 1 


endeavour d to practice this word upon 


my Tongue; and as ſoon as they were 


ſilent, 
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ſtlent, I boldly pronounced Zaboo in a 
loud Voice, imitating, at the ſame time, 
as near as 1 could the Neighing of a 

Horſe ; at which they were both 1 
bly ſurprized, and the Grey repeated the 
ſame Word twice, as if he meant to teach 
me the right Accent, wherein I ſpoke 
after him as well as I could, and found 
myſelf perceivably to improve every 
time, though very far from any Degree 
of Perfection. Then the Bay tried me 
with a ſecond Word, much harder to 
be pronounced; but reducing it to the 
Engliſh Orthography, may be ſpelt thus, 
Houyhnbum. 1 did not ſucceed in this 
ſo well as the former, but after two or 
three farther Trials, T had better for- 
tune; and they both appeared amazed 


at my Capacity. 


AFTER ſome farther Diſcourſe, 
which I then conjeAured might relate 
to me, the two Friends took their 
leaves, with the ſame Compliment of 
Ariking each other's Hoof ; and the

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H AVING travelled. 3 
Miles, we came to a long kind 
ot Building, made of Timber, ſtuck in 
the Ground, and wattled a- croſs; the 
Roof was low, and covered with Straw. 
I now began to be a little comforted, 
and took out ſome Toys, which Tra- 
vellers uſually carry for Preſents to the 


Savage Indians of America and other 
FM. | I Parts, 
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. Parts, in hopes the People of the Houſe 
would be thereby cngouraged to receive 
me kindly. The Horſe made me a 
ſign to go in firſt ; it was a large Room 
with à ſmooth Clay Floor, and a 
Rack and Manger extending the whole 
length on ene ſide. There were three 
Nags, and two Mares, not eating, but 
ſome of them ſitting down upon their 
Hams, which I very much wondered 
at; but wondered more to ſee the reſt 
employed in domeſtick buſineſs. They 
ſeemed but ordinary Cattle, however 
this confirmed my firſt opinion, that 
People who could fo far civilize brute 
Animals, muſt needs excel in Wiſdom 
all the, Nations of the World. The 
Gray came in juſt after, and thereby 
preyented any ill treatment, which the 
others might have given me. He neigh- 
cd to them ſeveral times in a ſtyle of 
Authority, and received Anſwers.

Tur Mare ſoon after my Entrance; 
roſe from her Matt, and coming up 
cloſe, atter having nicely obſerved my 
Hands and Face, gave me & moſt con- 
temptuous Look ; then turning to the

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Horſe, I heard the word Taboo often re- 
peated betwixt them; the meaning of 
which word I could not then compre- 
hend, although it were the firſt I had 
learned to pronounce; but I was 
ſaon better informed, to my everlaſting 
Mortification: For the Horſe beckning 
to me with his Head, and repeating 
the word Hhuun, Hhuun, as he did 
upon the Road, which I underſtood 
was to attend him, led me out into a 
kind of Court, where was another 
Building at ſome Diſtance from the 
Houſe. Here we enter d, and I ſaw 
three of theſe deteſtable Creatures, whom 
I firſt met after my landing, feeding 
upon Roots, and the Fleſh of ſome 
Animals, which 1 afterwards found to 
be that of Aſſes and Dogs, and now 
and then a Cow dead by accident or 
Diſcaſe.

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Th HE Miſter horſe ordered a ſorrel 
bag. one of his Servants, to untie 
the largeſt of theſe animals, and take 
him into the yard. The beaſt and 1 
were brought cloſe together; and our 
countenances diligently compared, both 
by Maſter and Servant, who thereupon 
repeated ſeveral times the word 7ahoo. 
My horror and aſtoniſhment ate not to 
be deſcribed, when I obſery'd in this 
abominable animal, a perfect Human 
figure; the Face of it indeed was flat 
and broad, the Noſe depreſſed, the 
Lips large, and the Mouth wide. 
But theſe differences are common to 
all ſavage nations, where the linea- 
ments of the countenance are diſtorted, 
by the natives ſuffering their infants 
to lie groveling on the earth, or by.

Their Mangers were placed cir - 
cular in the middle of the Room, and 
divided into ſeveral Partitions, round 
which they ſate on their Haunches 
upon Boſſes of Straw.

It was at firſt a 
very inſi ipid diet, though common e- 

nough in many parts of Europe, but 
| grew tolerable by time; and having 

been often reduced to Bard fare in my 
life, this was not the firſt Experiment 
1 had made how caſily Nature is ſa- 
tified. And! cannot but obſerve, that 
1 never had one hour's ſickneſs, while 
I ſtaid in this Iſland. Ti is true, I ſome- 
times made a ſhift to catch a Ribbet, 
or Bird, by ſpringes made of 7ahoo's 
hairs, and I often gathered wholeſome 
herbs, ' which 1 boiled, or cat as Sa: 
lades with | my bread, and now and then, 
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and drank the Whey. 1 was at firſt at a 
great loſs for Salt, but cuſtom ſoon. 
reconciled the. want' of it ; and I am 
confident * that the. frequent uſe of 
Salt among us in an effect of luxury, 
and was firſt introduced only as a pro- 
vocative to drink; except where it is 
neceſſary for preſerving of fleſh in long 

voyages, 
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_ voyages, or in places remote from 
great markets. For we obſerve no ani- 
mal to be fond of it but Man: And 
as to my ſelf, when I left this Coun- 
try, it was a great while before I could 
endure the taſte of it in any thing that 
I cat. 


TH1s is enougu to ſay upon the 
ſubject of my Dyet, wherewith other 
Travellers fill their: books, as if the 
Readers were perſonally- concerned, 
whether we fard well or ill. Howe- 
yer, At Was neceſſary to mention this 
matter, leſt the-World ſhould think it 
impoſlible that T could'find ſuſtenance 
for three years'in' ſuch a Country, and 
among ſuch Inhabitants, 


WHEN it grew towards Evening, 
the Maſter horſe ordered a place for 
me to lodge in; it was but ſix yards 
from the Houſe, and ſeparated from 
the Stable of the 7ahoos, Here I got

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CHAP. III. 
The Author ſtudious to learn the Lan- 


guage, the Houyhnhnm his Maſter 
afſifts in teaching him. The Lan- 


guage deſtribed. Several Honyhnhnms 


F Quality came out of Curioſity to 
ſee the Author. He gives his Maſter 
a yr Account of his Vojage. 


Y principal Endeavour was to 
learn the Language, which my 
Maſter (for ſo 1 ſhall henceforth call 
him) and his. Children, and every Ser- 
vant of his Houſe were deſirous to 
teach me. For they looked upon it 
as a Prodigy that a brute animal ſhould 
diſcover ſuch marks of a rational Crea- 
ture. I pointed to every thing, and 
0 anni the Name of it, which I wrote 
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down in my Journal. Booł when I was 
alone, and corrected my bad Accent, 
by deſiring thoſe of the Family to pro- 


nounce it often. In this Employment 


a Sorrel Nag, one of the under Ser- 
vants, was ready to aſſiſt me. 


IN ſpeaking, they pronounce through 


the Noſe and Throat, and their Lan- 


guage approaches neareſt. to the High- 
Dutch or German, of any 1 know in 
Europe but is much more graceful and 
ſignificant. The Emperor Charles V. 
made almoſt the ſame Obſervation, when 
he ſaid, That if he were to ſpeak to his 
1 _ Horle, {ſhould be in 0 


TAE Curioſity and Bupacnte ert my 
"Maſter \ were ſo'great, that he ſpent many 
hours of his leiſure to inſtruct me. 
He was convinced (as he afterwards 

told me) that 1 mitft' be 'a Taboo, 
but my Teachablenefs, Civility and 
_ Cleanlineſs aſtoniſhed' him ; which 
Mere qualities altogether ſo oppoli ite to 


thoſe. 
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thoſe animals. He was moſt perplexed 


about my Cloaths, reaſoning ſome- 
times with himſelf, whether they were 

a @ patt of my Body 3 for I never pulled 
them off till the family were aflcep, 
and got them on before they waked 
inthe Morning. My Maſter was cager 
to learn from whenee I came, how! I 
acquired thoſe Appcaramees of Reaſon, 
which I diſcovered in all- my actions, 
and to know my ſtory ftom my ſown 
mouth, which he hoped he ſhould ſoon 
do by the great proficiency, I made in 
. lear ning and pronouncing their Words 
and Sentences. To help. my memory, 
| 1 formed all I tearned in the ENI 
Alphabet, and writ the Words doun 
with the Tranſlations; This laſt, after 
ſome time, 1 ventur'd to do in my 
Maſter's preſence. It coſt me much 


trouble to explain to him hat I Wüs 


doing; for the Inhabitants have not 


the leaſt idea of Books or Litera- 
ture. A | Bf, i bus one 
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Im about ten weeks time I was 
| able to underſtand moſt of his que- 
ſtions, and in three months could give 
him ſome tolerable anſwers. He was 

| extremely curious to know from what 
| part of the Country I came, and how 
I was taught to imitate a rational crea- f 
ture, becauſe the 7ahoos, (whom he ſaw c 
I exactly reſembled in my Head, Hands 
and Face, that were only viſible,) with 

ſome appearance of cunning, and the 
ſtrongeſt diſpoſition to miſchief, were 
- obſerved to be the moſt unteachable 
of all Brutes. I anſwered, That I came 
over the Sea, from a far place, with 
many others of my on kind, in a 
greet hollow Veſſel made of the Bodies 
of Trees. That my companions forced 
me to land on this Coaſt, and then 
left me to ſhift for my ſelf. It waz 
with ſome difficulty, and by the help 
of many Signs, that I brought him to 
underſtand mc. He replied, That 1 

muſt needs be miſtaken, or that I ſaid 
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the thing which was not. (For they 

have no Word in their Language to 
expreſs Lying or Falſehood.) He knew 
it was impoſſible that there could be a 
Country beyond the Sea, or that a par- 
cel of Brutes could move a wooden 
Veſſel whither they! pleaſed upon wa- 
ter. He Was ſure no Houyhnhm alive 
could make ſuch a Veſſel, nor would 
truſt Tahbos to anage waar Þ >: 7 
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Tur word Maybe, in "theie: 
tongue, ſignifies 4 Horſe, and in its 
Etymology, the Perfection of Nature. 
I told my Maſter, that I was at a 
loſs for Expreſſion, but would improve 
as faſt as I could; and hoped in a ſhort. 
time I ſhould be able to tell him 
Wonders: He was pleaſed to direct his 
own Mare, his Colt and Fole, and the 
Servants of the family to take all op- 
portunities of inſtructing me, and eve- 
ry day for two or three hours, he was 
at the ſame pains himſelf: Several 
Horſes and Mares of quality in the

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neighbourhood came often to ou, 
houſe hpon the/ report ſpread of 3 
wonderful Tahuo, that could ſpeak like. 
a Houylnhum, and ſeemed in his words 


ings of Reaſon. Theſe delighted ta 


converie with me; they put many que · 
ſtions, and teceived ſuch anſwers, as 1 
Was able to teturn. By all theſe ad- 
vantages, I made ſo great à progreis, 


that in five months from my arrival, I 


underſtoad whatever Was ſpoke, heed 
could: expreſs myſelf bol ag 
N I Get ate n ee 
ſe Tur How hnhnms who-came 10 * i 
my Maſtcr, out of à deſſgn of ſeeing! 
and talking with me, could hardly be- 
lieve me toobe 4 tight Taboo, becauſe, 


my Bady, had a different covering fram 
cathers of my kind. They were aſtoniſh - 


ed to obſetye me without, the uſual Hair 
or dkin except on my Head, Face and 
Hands; but I diſcovered that Secret to 


my Maſter, upon an Accident, which. 


peg a Fonnight before. 
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1 HA v E already told the Reader, 
that every night when the Family were 
gone to bed, it was my cuſtom, to ſtrip 
and cover my lelf with my Cloaths : 
It happened one schine early, that 
my Maſter ſcat for me, by the Sorrel 
Nag, who was his Valet; when he 
came I was faſt aſlcep,. my Cloaths fal- 
len off on one ſide, and my Shirt above 
my Waſte. I awaked at the Noiſe he 


made, and obſerved him to deliver his 


meſſage in ſome Diſorder; after which 
he went to my Maſter, and in a great 
Fright; gave him a very confuſed Ac- 
count of what he had ſeen: This 1 
preſently diſcover'd ; for going as ſoon 
as I was drefled, to pay my Attendance 
upon his Honour, he asked me the mean- 
ing of what his Servant had reported, 
that 1 was not the ſame Thing when 1 
llept.as I appeared to be at other times 5 
that his Valet aſſured him, ſome part 
of me was White, ſome Yellow, at leaſt 
not ſo White, and ſome Brown. 
D 4 I 
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1 HAD 0 concealed tbe Secret 
of my Dreſs, in order to diſtinguiſh-my- 
ſelf as much as poſſible, from that curſed 
race of Tahoos ; but now I found it in 
vain to do ſo any longer. Beſi des, I con- 
ſidered that my Cloaths and Shoes would 
ſoon wear out, which already were in a 
declining condition, and muſt be ſup- 
plied by ſome contrivance from the 
Hides of 7aboos or other brutes; where- 
by the whole Secret would be known : 
I therefore told my Maſter, That in the 
Country from whence I came, thoſe of 
my kind always covered their Bodies 
with the Hairs of certain Animals pre- 
pared by Art, as well for decency, as 
to avoid the inclemencies of air both hot 
and cold; of which, as to my own perſon, 
I would give him immediate conviction, 
if he pleaſed to command me; only de- 
firing his excuſe, if I did not expoſe 
thoſe Parts, that Nature taught us to 
conceal, He ſaid my Diſcourſe was all 
ycry ſtrange, but ſpecially the laſt part; 

3 for 
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fot he could not underſtand why Nature 
ſhould teach us to conceal what Nature 
had given. That neither himſelf nor 
Family were aſham'd of any parts of 
their bodies; but however I might do 
as I pleaſed; Whereupon, 1 firſt un- 
buttoned my Coat, and pulled it off, I 
did the fame with my Waſtecoat; I 
drew off my Shoes, Stockings and Bree- 
ches. I let my Shirt down to my 
Waſte, and drew up the Bottom,  faſt- 
ning it like a Girdle about my um. 
to hide my Nakedneſs, 


| M y Maſter obſerved the whole per- 
formance with great ſigns of Curioſity 
and Admiration. He took up all my 
Cloaths in his Paſtern, one piece after 
another, and examined them diligent- 
ly ; he then ſtroaked my Body very 
gently, and looked round me ſeveral 
times, after which he aid, it was plain 
I muſt be a perfect 7ahoo ; but that 1 
differed very much from the reſt of my 
ſpecies, in the Softneſs, and Whiteneſs, 

and 


and ſmoothneſs of my Skin, my want 
af Hair in ſeveral, Parts of my Body, 
the ſhape. and ſhortneſs of my Claws 
behind and before, and my affectation 
of walking continually on my two Hin- 
der: feet. He deſired: to ſee no more, 
and gayc me leaye to put on my Cloaths 
Wan, for] was dering wich cold. 
* BXPAESSED: my yneaſineſs at his 
giving me ſo often the appellation of 
Taboa, an odious Animal, for which 1 
had ſo utter an hatred and contempt, 
I begged he would forbear applying 
that, Word to me, and take the ſame 
Order in his Family, and among his 
Friends whom he ſuffered to ſee me. 
EL requeſted likewiſe that the Secret of 
my haying a falſe coyering to my body 
might be known to none but Himſelf, 
at leaſt as long as my preſent cloath- 
ing ſhould laſt ; | for, as to what the 
Sorrel Nag his Valet had obſeryed, his 
Honour Sight n en to con- 
ceal it. | e ane ti} 
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ALL this my Maſter yery graciouſly 

conſented to, and thus the Secret Was 
kept till my Cloaths began to wear out, 
which I was forced to ſupply. by ſeve- 
ral cqntrivances, that ſhall hereafter bg, 
mentioned. Iu the mean time, he de- 
ſired I would go on with my utmoſt 
diligence to learn their Language, he- 
cauſe he was more aſtoniſh'd-at my ca- 
pacity for Speech and Reaſon, than at 
the Figure of my Body, whether it 
were covered or no; adding, that he 
waited with ſome impatience to hear 

the Wonders which I IR to tell 
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pains he had been at to inſttuct me 5; 


he brought me into all Company, and 
made them treat me with civility, be- 


cauſe, as he told them privately, this 
would put me into good humour, and: 
make me more diyerting. 
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EVENT Day when I waited on 
him, beſide the Trouble he was at in 
teaching, he would ask me ſeveral que 
ſtions concerning myſelf, which J an- 
ſwered as well as I could; and by theſe 
means he had already received ſome 
general ideas, though very imperfect. 
It would be tedious to relate the ſeve - 
ral ſteps, -by which I advanced to a 
more regular converſation: But the 
firſt account I gave of my ſelf in any 
order and length, was to _—_ "ou 
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TuAr I came from a very far 
country, as I already had attempted 
to tell him, with about fifty more of 
my own ſpecies that we travelled 
upon the Seas, in a great hollow Veſſel 
made of Wood, and latger than his 
honout's Houſe. I deſcribed the Ship 
tõ him in the beſt terms I could, and 
explained by the help of my handker- 
chief diſplayed, how it was driven for- 

* ward 
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ward by the Wind. That upon a Quar- 
rel among us, I was ſet on ſhore on 
this Coaſt, where I walked forward 
without knowing whither, till he de- 
- livered me from the perxſecution of 
thoſe execrable”7ahoos, He asked me, 
Who made the Ship, and how it was 
poſſible that the -Zouybnhnms* of my 
country would leave it to the Manage- 
ment of Brutes? My Anſwer was, That 
I durſt ptoceed no farther in my Relati- 
on, unleſs he would give me his word 
and honour that he would not be of- 
fended, and then J would tell him the 
WWocer 1 had db fe promiſed. He 
agreed; and I went on by aſſuring 
him, that he Ship was made by crea. 
tures like elf, who in all the coun- 
tries I had travelled, as well as in my 
own, were the only governing, rational 
animals; and that upon my arrival 
hither, I was:as much aſtoniſhed to ſee 
the Houyhnhims-a& like rational be- 
ings, as he or his Friends codld be in 
ning ſome Marks of Reaſon in a 
n creature 
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creature he was pleaſed to call a Taboo, 

to which I owned my Reſemblance in 
every paxt, but could not account for 
their degenerate and brutal Nature. 
I ſaid farther, That if good Fortune 
ever reſtored me to my native Coun- 
try, to relate my Travels hither, as I 
reſolved to do, every body would be- 
lieve that I ſaid the thing which was 
not; that I invented the Story out of my 
.own heads. and with all poſſible reſpect 
to Himſelf, his Family and Friends, and 
under his Promiſe of not being offend- 
ed, our Country men would hardly think 
it probable, that a Houybnhum ſhould 
be the Preſiding creature of a. Nation, 
ane, | 
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The Houyhnhnms Notion OY ruth and 
Falſhood.... The Author's Diſcourſe 
diſapproved by his Maſter. The Au- 
t hor gives à more particular Account 
of himſelf, and the Accidents LL his

1* Maſter brand me with great 
| . appearances of uneaſineſs in his 
Countenance, - becauſe -Zoubtiyg or not 
believing, are ſo little known in this 
Country, that the Inhabitants cannot 
tell how to behave themſelves under 
. ſuch Circumſtances. And I remember 
in frequent Diſcourſes with my Maſter 
concerning the Nature of Manhood, in 
other Parts of the World, having occa- 
Ob ſion 
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ſion to talk of Lying, and falſe repre. 
ſentation, it was with much difficulty 
that he comprehended what I meant, 
although he had otherwiſe a moſt acute 
Judgment. For he argued thus ; That 
the uſe of Speech was to make us un- 
derſtand one another, and to receive in- 
formation of Facts; now if any one 
ſaid the Thing which was not, theſe 
3 | Ends were defeated ; becauſe 1 cannot 
3 properly be faid to underſtand him, and 
| l am ſo far from receiving Information, 
that he leaves me worſe than in Igno- 
rance, for I am led to believe a Thing 
Black when it is Mhite, and Short when 
it is Long. And theſe were all the no- 
tions he had concerning that faculty of 
Lying, ſo perfectly well underſtood a- 
mong human Creatures. 6 


— To return from this Digreſſion; 
vhen I aſſerted that the 7ahoos were 

the only governing Animals in my Coun- 

tty, which my Maſter ſaid: was altoge- 

ther paſt his Conception, he deſired to 

ag know 
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know, whether we had Houybhnbumt, 
among us, and what was their Employ- 
ment: 1 told him, we had great num- 
bers, that in Summer they grazed 
in the Fields, and in winter were kept 
in Houfes; with Hay and Oats, where 
72hoo- Servants were employed to rab 
theit Skins ſmooth, comb their Manes, 
pick their: Feet, ſerve them with Food, 
and make their Beds. TL underſtand 
you well, faid my. Maſter; it-is now ve- 
ty plain, from all you bave-fpoken; that 
whatever ſhare of Reaſon the 7aboos 
pretend to, the Houyhuhnms are your 
Maſters ; I heattily with our 72/hops 
would be ſo ttactable. I begged his 
Honour would pleafe to excuſe me 
from procceding any farther, becauſe 
I was vety cettain that the Account 
he expected from me would be high - 
ly diſpleaſing. But he infifted in com- 
manding me to let him know the 
| beſt and the worſt ; I told him, he 
ſhould be obeyed. I owned, that the 
Houy/mhnms among us, whom we ca!» 
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led Horſes, were the moſt generous and 
comely Animal we had, that they ex- 
celled in Strength and Swiftneſs; and 
when they belonged to Perſons of Qua- 
lity, employed in Travelling, Racing, 
or drawing Chariots, they were treat- 
ed with much kindneſs and care, till 
they fell into Diſeaſes or became foun- 
dred in the Feet; and then they were 
ſold and uſed to all kind of Drudgery 
till they died; after which their Skins 
were ſtripped and ſold for what they 
were worth, and their Bodies left to 
be devoured by Dogs and Birds of prey. 
But the common race of Horſes had 
not ſo good Fortune, being kept by 
Farmers and Carriers and other mean 
people, who put them to great La- 
bour, and fed them worſe. I deſcribed 
as well as I could, our way of riding, 
the Shape and Uſe of a Bridle, a Sad- 
dle, a Spur and a Whip, of Harneſs 
and Wheels. I added, that we faſtned - 
Plates of a certain hard Subſtance cal- 
led Iron at the Bottom of their Feet, 
. 8 1 8 
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to preſerve their Hoofs from being 
broken by the oy: Ways on Which 
we ben Traveled: : 


My Maſtet, alter fome! ace 
of great Indignation, wondered how we 
dared to venture upon a” Hoayhnhnm's 
Back, for he was ſure that therweak- 
eſt Servant in his Houſe would be 
able to ſhake off the ſtrongeſt Taboo, 
or by lying down, and rolling on his 
Back, ſqueeze the Brute to death. I 
anſwered, That our Horſes were trained 
up from three or four yeats old to 
the ſeveral Uſes we intended them for; 
That if any of them proved intolerably 
vicious, they were employed for Car- 
riages; that they were ſeverely beaten 
while they were young, for any miſ- 
chievous Tricks: That the Males, de- 
ſigned for common uſe of Riding or 
Draught, were generally caſtrated about 
two yeats after their Birth, io take down 
their Spirits, and make them more tame 
and ente; that they were indeed ſenſi- 
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ble of Rewards and Puniſhments 3 but. 
his Honour would pleaſe to conſider, 
that they had not the leaſt tincture of 
Reaſon any more than the 7 ahoos in 
this Country. 


It put me to the Pains of many 
Circumlocutions to give my Maſter a 
right idea of what I ſpoke ; for their 
Language doth not abound in variety 
of Words, becauſe their Wants and 
Paſſions are fewer than among us. But 
it is impoſlible to repreſent his noble 
Reſentment at our ſavage Treatment of 
the Houyhnhnm race, particularly af- 
ter I had explained the Manner and 
uſe of caſtrating Horſes among us, to 
hinder them from propagating their 
kind, and to render them more ſervile. 
He ſaid, if it were poſſible there could 
be any Country where Taboos alone were 
endued with Reaſon, they certainly muſt 
- be the governing Animal, becauſe Rea- 
ſon will in time always prevail againſt 
Brutal Strength. But, conſidering the 
I | Frame

Frame of our Bodies, and eſpecially 
of mine, he thought no Creature of 
equal bulk was ſo ill contrived, for em- 
ploying that Reaſon in the common Of- 
fices of Life; whereupon he deſired to 
know whether thoſe among whom 1 
lived, reſembled me or the Tahoos of 
his Country. I aſſured him that I was 
as well: ſhaped as moſt of my Age: 

but the younger and the Females were 
much more ſoft and tender, and the 
Skins of the latter generally as white 
as Milk. He ſaid, I differed indeed from 
other 74hoos, being much more cleanly, 
and not altogether ſo deformed, but in 
point of real Advantage, he thought l 
differed for the worſe. That my Nails 
were of no ule either to my Fore or 
Hinder- Feet; as to my Forc-feet he 


could not properly call them by that 


Name, for he never obſerved me to 
walk upon them; that they were too 
ſoft to beat the Ground; that I gene- 
rally went with them uncovered, nei- 
ther was the covering I ſometimes wore 
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on them! of the ſame Shape; ot ſo ſtrong 
as that on my Feet behind. That I could 
not walk with any Secutity, for if either 
of my Hinder. feet flipped, I muſt inevi- 
tably fall. He then began to find fault 
with other patts of my Body, the Flat- 
neſs of my Face, the prominence of my 
Noſe, mine Eyes placed directly in 
front, ſo that T could not look on ei. 
ther ſide without turning my Head: 

That I was not able to feed my ſelf, 
without lifcing 'one of my Fore-fect 10 
my Mouth: And therefore Nature had 
placed thoſe Joynts to anſwer that Ne- 
ceſſity. He knew not what could be 
the uſe of thoſe ſeveral Clefts and Di- 
viſions in my Feet behind, that theſe 
were too ſoft to bear the Hardneſs and 
Sharpneſs of Stones withont à Cover- 
ing made from the Skin of ſome other 
Brute; that my whole Body wanted a 
Fence againſt Heat and Cold, which I 
was forced to put on and off every Day 
with Tediouſneſs and Trouble. And 
laſtly; that he obſerved every Animal in 
— . this 
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this Country naturally to abhor the 
Tahoos, whom the weaker avoided, and 
the Stronger drove from them, So that 
ſuppoſing us to have the Gift of Rea- 
ſon, he could not ſee how it were pol- 
ſible to cure that natural Antipathy 
which every Creature diſcover'd againſt 
us; nor conſequently, how we could, 
tame and render them ſeryiceable. 
However, be would (as he faid) de- 
bate the matter no farther, becauſe he 
was more deſirous to know my own 
Story, the Country where 1 was born, 
and the ſeveral Actions and Events of 
my Life before 1 came hither. 


1 ASSURED him, 158 extremely 
deſirous I was that he ſhould be ſatisfied 
in every Point; but I doubted much, 
whether it would be poſſible for me to 
explain myſelf on ſeveral Subjects where- 
of his Honour could have no concep- 
tion, becauſe I aw nothing in his Coun- 
try to which I could reſemble them. 


That however, I would do my bet, 
| E 4 and 
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and ſtrive to expreſs myſelt by Similli, 
tudes, humbly deſiring his Aſſiſtance 
when I wanted proper Words; Which 
he Was pleaſed to promile me, 


1 Sam, ay Birth was of hon Pa- 
rents in an iſland called England, which 
was remote from this Country, as ma- 
ny Days journcy as the ſtrongeſt of his 
Honour's Servants could travel in the 
Annual Courſe of the Sun. That I was 
bred a, Surgeon, whoſe Trade it is to 
cure Wounds and Hurts in the Body, 
got by accident or violence that my 
Country was govern'd by a Female Man, 
called a Queen. That I left it to get 
Riches, whereby I might maintain my 
ſclf and. Family when 1 ſhould return, 
That in my laſt Voyage, I was Com- 
mander of the Ship, and had about fifty 
7, aboos under me, many of which died 
at Sea, and I was forced to ſupply them 
by others picked out from ſeveral Na- 
tions. That our Ship was twice in 


| Unger, of being | ſunk ; the firſt time by 
N 2 
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a great Storm, and the ſecond, by ſtrik- 
ing againſt a Rock, Here my Maſter 
interpoſed, by asking me, How I could 
perſuade Strangers out of different Coun- 
tries to venture with me, after the 
Loſſes I had ſuſtained, and the Hazards 
I had run. I ſaid, they were fellows 
of deſperate fortunes, forced to fly from 
the Places of their birth, on account of 
their Poverty, or their Crimes, Some 
were undane by Law-ſuitsz other ſpent 
all they had in Drinking, Whoring and 
Gaming ; others fled for Treaſon ; many 
for Murder, Theft, Poyſoning, Robbe- 
ry, Perjury, Forgery, coining falſe Mo.

ceſſity of a a Iivelihood in other

was pleaſed to interrupt me ſeveral 


times; 1 had made uſe of many cir- 


cumlocutions in deſcribing 1 to him the 
nature of ſeveral crimes, for which 
moſt of our crew had” been forced to 
fly their "country. This Labour took 


up ſeveral Days converſation before he 


was able ro comprehend me. He was 
wholly at 2 loſs to know. what could 


be the uſe. or neceſſity of practiſing 


thoſe Vices. To clear up. which I en- 
deavoiired” to give him ſome ideas of 
the deſicę © of Power and Riches, of the 
terrible effects of Luſt, Intemperance, 
Malice and Envy. All this I was for- 
ced to define and deſctibe by putting 
of caſcs, and making of ſuppoſitions. 
After which, like one whole i imagination 
was ſtruck with ſomething never ſeen 
or heard of before, he would lift up 
his Eyes with amazement and indigna- 
tion.

H E Reader may bn to ob-

very juſtifiable cauſe of a War to invade 
a Country after the People have been 
waſted by Famine, deſtroyed by Peſti- 
lence, ot embroiled by factions among 
themſelves. It is juſtifiable to enter in- 
to War againſt our neareſt Ally, when 
one of his Towns lies convenient for 


us, or a Territory of Land, that would 


render our Dominions round and com- 
pleat. If a Prince ſends Forces into a 
Nation, where the People arc poor and 
ignorant, he may lawfully put half of 
them to death, and make Slaves of the 
reſt, in order to civilize and reduce 
them from their barbarous Way of liy- 
ing. It is a very kingly, honourable; 
and frequent Practice, when one Prifice 
deſires the aſſiſtance of another to ſe- 


cure him againſt an Invaſion, that the 


Aſſiſtant, when he hath driven out the 


Invader, ſhould ſeize on the Domini- 


ons himſelf, and kill, impriſon or ba- 


niſh the Prince he came to relieve; 


3 Marriage, is a 
ſufficient 
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frequent cauſe of War between Princes, 
and the nearer the kindred is, the great- - 
er is their Diſpoſition to quarcel: Poor 
Nations are hungry, and rich Nations 
are proud, and Pride and Hunger will 
ever be at Variance. For theſe Reaſons, 


the Trade of a Soldier is held the moſt 


honourable of. all others: Becauſe a a 
Soldier is a Taboo hired to kill in cold 
Blood as many of his own Species, who 
have never offcnded him, as poſlibly 
he can, 


THERE are likewiſea kind of Princes 
in Europe, not able to make War by 
themſelves, who hire out their Troops 
to richer Nations, for ſo much a Day 
to each Man; of which they keep 
three fourths to themſelyes, and it is 


the beſt part of their Maintenance; 


ſuch are thoſe in many Northern Parts 
of Europe. 


Wua r you have told me, (ſaid my 
Maſter) upon the Subject of War, does 
Part IV. * indeed 
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indeed diſcover mott adhnirably tlie Ef. 


_ Feds ot that Reaſon you pretend to: 
 Hdwcitr K l Happy tllät the Jbame is

Fon your Mouths lying flat with 
your Faces, you can hatdly bite each 
© Other to any purpole, unleſs by Con- 
fent. Then as to the Claws upon yot 
Feet before and behind, they are fo 
ſhort and tender, that one of our 74hoos 
would drive 4 dozen of yours before 
him. Abd therefore in fecbunting the 
Numbers of thofe who have been killed 
in Battle, 1 cannot but think that you 
have /aid the Thing whith 3s not. 


Icovrß not forbear ſhaking my 
Head and {miling a little at his Igno- 
Trance, And being no Stranget to the 
Art of War, I gave him a Deſcription of 


Cannohs, Culvetins, Muskbts; Cara- 


bines, Piſtols, Bullets, Powder, Swords, 
| . Baybncts, 
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Bayonets, Sieges, Retreats, Attacks, 
Undermines, Countermines, Bombard- 
ments, Sea-fights z Ships ſunk with a 
| Thouſand Men, Twenty Thouſand kil- 
led on each Side; dying Groans, Limbs 
flying in the Air, Smoak, Noife, Con- 
fuſion, trampling to death under Horſes 
Feet; Flight, Purſuit, Victory; Fields 
ſtrewed with Carcaſes left for Food to 
Dogs and Wolves, and Birds of Prey ; 
Plundering, Stripping, Raviſhing, Burn- 
ing and Deſtroying. And to ſet forth 
theValour of my own dear Countrymen, 
I aſſured him, that I had ſeen them 
blow up a Hundred Enemies at once in 
a Siege, and as many in a Ship, and 
beheld the dead Bodies come down in 
pieces from the Clouds, to the great 
Diverſion of the Spectators. 


I was going on to more Particulars, 
when my Maſter commanded me Si- 
lence. He ſaid, Whoever underſtood 
the Nature of 7ahoos might caſily be- 
lieve it poſlible for fo vile an Animal, 
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to be capable of every Action I had 
named, if their Strength and Cunning 
equalled their Malice. But as my Dif 
courſe had increaſed his Abhorrence of 
the whole Species, ſo he found it gave 


him a Diſturbance in his Mind, to 
which he was wholly a Stranger before. 
He thought his Ears being uſed to 


fuch abominable Words, might by De- 
grees admit them with leſs Deteſtation. 
That although he hated the Zahoos of 
this Country, yet he no more blamed 
them for their odious Qualities, than 
he did a Gnnayh (a Bird of Prey) for its 


Cruelty, or a ſharp Stone for cutting 
his Hoof. But when a Creature pre- 


tending to Reaſon, could be capable 
of ſuch Enormities, he dreaded leſt the 
Corruption of that Faculty might be 
worſe than Brutality it ſelf. He ſeemed 


therefore confident, that inſtead of Rea- 


ſon, we were only poſſeſſed of ſome 


Quality fitted to increaſe our natural 


Vices ; as the Reflection from a trou- 
- bled Stream returns the Image of an 
| | ill- 
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more diſtorted. 
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ill-ſhapen Body, not only larger, but 


= 


Hz added, That he had heard too 
much upon the Subje& of War, both 
in this, and ſome former Diſcourſes. 
There was another Point which a little 
perplexed him at preſent. I had in- 
formed him, that ſome of our Crew 
left their Country on account of being 
ruined by Law; that I had already 
explained the meaning of the Word ; 
but he was at a Loſs how it ſhould come 
to paſs, that the Law which was in- 
tended for every Man's Preſervation, 
ſhould be any Man's Ruin. Therefore 
he deſired to be farther ſatisfied what 
I meant by Law, and what fort of Dil- 


penſers thereof it could be by whoſe 


Practices the Property of any Perſon 


could be loſt, inſtead of being preſerv- 
ed. He added, he ſaw not what great 
Occaſion there could be for this thing 
called Law, ſince all the Intentions and 
Purpoſes of it may be fully anſwered 
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by following the DiQates of Nature 
and Reaſon, which are ſufficient Guides 
for a reaſonable Animal, as we pre- 
tended to be, in ſhewing us what we 
ought to do, and what to avoid. 


IT Assunzp his honour, that Lau 
was 2 Science wherein I had not much 
conyerſed, having little more Know- 
ledge of it than what I had obtained 
by employing Advocates, in yain, upon 
ſome injuſtices that had been done me, 
and by converſing with ſome others 
Who by the ſame Method had firſt loſt 
their ſubſtance and then left their own 
country under the Mortification of ſuch 
Diſappointments, however! would give 
him all the Satisfaction I was able. 


IsSAIp that thoſe who made pro- 
feſſion of this Science were exceedingly 
- multiplied, being almoſt equal to the 
Caterpillats in number; that they were 
of diverſc en Diſlinctions and 
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thoſe chat dedicated themſelves to this 
Profeſſion were ſuch that the fair and 
juſtifiable Adyantage and Income of the 
Profeſſion was not ſufficient for the de- 
cent and handſome Maintenance of Mul- 
titudes of thoſe who followed it. Hence 
ir came to pals that it was found need- 
ful to ſupply that by Artifice and Cun- 
ning, which could not be procured by 
juſt and honeſt Methods: The better 
to bring which about, very many Men 
among us were bred up from their 
Youth in the Art of proving by W ords 
multiplied for the purpoſe, that hite 
is Black, and Black is White, according 
as they are paid. The Greatneſs of 
theſe Mens Aſſurance and the Boldneſs 
of their Pretenſions gained upon the 
Opinion of the Vulgar, whom in a 
Manner they made Slaves of, and got 
into their Hands much the largeſt ſhare 
of the Practice of their Profeſſion. Theſe 
Practitioners were by Men of Diſcern- 
ment called Pettifaggers, (that is, Con- 
founders, or rather, Deſtroyers of- Right,) 
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as it was my ill Hap as well as the 
Misfortune of my ſuffering Acquain- 
tance to be engaged only with this 
Species of the Profeſſion. I deſired his 
Honour to underſtand the Deſcription 
I had to give, and the Ruin I had 
complained of to relate to theſe Sea. 
ries only; and how and by what mcans 
the Misfortunes we met with were 
brought upon us by the Management of 
theſe Men, might be more eaſily conceiv- 
ed by explaining to him their Method 
of Proceeding, which could not be better 
done than by giving him an n 


M 1 Neighbour, aid I, I will ſuppoſe, 
has a mind to my Cow, he hires one of 
theſe advocates to prove that he ought to 
have my Cow from me. I muſt then hire 
another of them to defend my right, it 
being againſt all rules of Law that any 
man ſhould be allowedto ſpeak for him- 
ſelf, Now in this caſe,I who am the right 
| Owner lie under two great Diſadvan- 
lages. Firſt, my Advocate, being as I 

laid 
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ſaid before practiſed al moſt from his 
Cradle in defending Falſhood, is quite 
ont of his Element when he would ar- 
gue for Right, which as an Office un- 
natural he attempts with great Awk- 
wardneſs, if not with an III-will. The 
ſecond diſadyantage is that my Advo- 
cate muſt proceed with great Caution 
for, ſince the Maintenance of ſo many 
depends on the keeping up of Buſineſs, 
ſhould he proceed too ſummarily, if he 
does not incurthe Diſpleaſure of his Su- 
periors, he is ſure to gain the III-will 
and Hatred of his Brethren, as being 
by them eſteemed one that would leſ- 
ſen the Practice of the Law. This be- 
ing the Caſe, I have but two Methods 
to preſerve my Gow. The firſt is, to 
gain over my Adverſaries Advocate 
with a double Fee ; from the Manner 
and Deſign of whoſe Education before 
mentioned it is caſy to expect he will 
be induced to drop his Client and let 
the Ballance fall on my Side. The ſe- 
cond way is for my Advocate not to 

inſiſt 
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inſiſt on the GE of my Cauſe, by 
allowing the Cory to belong to my Ad- 
verfary ; and this if it be dexterouſly 
and skilfully done will go a great way 
towards obtaining a favourable Verdict, 
it hav ing been found, from a careful 
Obſexvation of Iſſues and Events, that 
the wrong ſide, under the Management 
of ſuch Practitioners, has the fairer 
Chance for Succeſs, and this more e- 
ſpecially if it happens, as it did in mine 
and my Friend's Caſe, and may have 
done ſince, that the Perſon appointed 
to decide all Controverſies of Property 
as well as for the Tryal of Criminals 
who ſhould be taken out of the moſt 
knowing and wiſe of his Profeſſion, is 
by the Recommendation of a great 
Favourite, or Court-Miſtreſs choſen out 
of the Sect before mentioned, and ſo, 
having been under a ſtrong Biaſs all 
his Life againſt Equity and fait dealing, 
lies as it were under a fatal Neceſſity 
of fayouring, ſhifting, double dealing 
and W and beſides through 
Age. 
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Age, Infirmity, and Diſtempers grown 
lazy, unactive, and inattentive, and 
thereby almoſt incapacitated from do- 
ing any thing becoming the Nature of 
his Imployment, and the Duty of his 
Office. In ſuch Caſes, the Deciſions and 
Determinations of Men fo bred, and 
ſo qualified, may with Reaſon be ex. 
peed on the wrong ſide of the Cauſe, 
ſince thoſe who can take Harangue 
and Noile, (if purſued with Warmth, 
and drawn out into a Length,) for Rea- 
ſoning, are not much to be wonder. 
ed at, if they infer the weight of the 
Argument from the heavineis of the 
Plcading, 


IT is a Maxim among theſe Men, 
That whatever has been done before 
may legally be done again: And 
therefore they take ſpecial Care to 
record all the Deciſions formerly made, 
eyen thoſe which have through Igno- 
rance or Corruption contradicted the 
Rules of common Juſtice and the gene- 

| es. ral 
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ral Reaſon of Mankind. Theſe, under 
the name of Precedents, they produce 
as Authorities, and thereby endeavour 
to juſtify the moſt iniquitous Opinions; 
and they are ſo lucky in this Practice, 
that it rarely fails of Decrees anſwer- 
able to their Intent and Expectation. 


In pleading, they ſtudiouſly avoid 
entring into the Merits of the Cauſe, 
but are loud, violent and tedious in 
_ dwelling upon all Circumſtances which 
are not to the Purpoſe. For inſtance, 
in the Caſe already mentioned: They 
never defire to know what Claim or 
Title my Adverſary hath to my Cow, 
but whether the ſaid Cow were Red 
or Black, her Horns long or ſhort ; 
whether the Field I graze her in be 
round or ſquare, whether ſhe was 
milked at home or abroad, what Dil- 
| «eaſes ſhe is ſubject to, and the like; 
"after which they conſult Precedents, ad- 
journ the Cauſe, from Time to Time, 

5 odds and 
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and in Ten, Twenty, or « Thirty Years 
come to an Iflue. 


I T is likewiſe to be obſerved that 
this Socicty hath a peculiar Cant and 
Jargon of their own, that no other 
Mortal can underſtand, and wherein all 
their Laws are written, which they 
take ſpecial Care to multiply ; where- 
by they have gone near to confound 
the very Eſſence of Truth and Falſ- 
hood, of Right and Wrong ; ſo that it 
may take Thirty Years to decide- whe- 
ther the Field, left me by my Ance- 
ſtors for ſix Generations, belongs to me 


or to a Stranger three hundred Miles 
off. 


IN the Tryal of Perſons accuſed for 
Crimes againſt the State, the Method is 
much more ſhort and commendable: 
For if thoſe in power, who know well 
how to chooſe Inſtruments fit for their 
Purpoſe, take care to recommend and 
promote out of this Clan a proper Per- 

ſon, 
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ſon, his Method of Education and Pracs 
tice makes it caſy to him, when his 
Patron's Diſpoſition is underſtood, with- 
out Difficulty or Study either to con- 
demn of acquit the Criminal, and at 
the fame time ſtrictly preſerye all due 
Forms of Law. Dong 


Htre my Maſter interpoſing faid it 
was a Pity, that Creatures endowed 
with ſuchprodigious Abilities of Mind 
as theſe Advocates by the Deſcription 
I gave of them mult certainly be, were 
not rather encouraged to be Inſtructors 
of others in Wiſdom and Knowledge. 
In anſwer to which I affurcd his Ho. 
nour that the Buſineſs and Study of 
their own Calling and Profeſſion fo 
took up all their Thoughts and en- 
groſſed all their Time, that they mind- 
ed nothing elſe, and that therefore, in 
all points out of their own Trade, ma- 
ny of them were of ſo great Ignorance 
and Stupidity, that it was hard to pick 
out of any Profeſſion a Generation of 

| Men 
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Men more deſpicable in common Con- 
verſation, or who were ſo much look- 
ed upon as avowed Enemiestoall Know- 
_ ledge and Learning, being equally diſ- 
poſed to pervert the general reaſon of 
Mankind in every other Subject of 


Diſcourſe, as in that of their own Cal- 
ling.

Tur Vine was not imported a- 
mong us from foreign Countries, to ſup- 
ply the want of Water or other Drinks, 
but becauſe it was a ſort of Liquid 
which made us merry, by putting us 
out of our Senſes; diverted all melan- 
cCholy Thoughts, begat wild extrava-

In this Coun- 
cil was reſumed their old Debate, and 
indeed, the only Debate that ever hap- 
pencd in that Country; whereof my 
Maſter after his Return gave me a very 
particular Account. — 
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THE Queſtion to be debated, was, 
Whether the Tahoos ſhould be exter- 
minated from the Face of the Earth. 
One of the Members for the Affirma- 
tive offered ſeveral Arguments of great 
Strength and Weight, alledging, That 
as the Tahoos were the moſt filthy, noi- 
ſome, and deformed Animal which Na- 
ture ever produced, ſo they were the 
moſt reſtive and indocible, miſchie- 
vous and malicious: They would pri- 
vately ſuck, the Teats of the Houy- 
hnhnms Cows, kill and devour their 
Cats, trample down their Oats and 
Graſs, if they were not continually 
watched, and commit a thouſand o- 
ther Extravagancies. He took notice 
of a general Tradition, That 7ahoos 
had not been always in that Country . 
but, that many Ages ago, two of theſe. 
Brutes appeared together upon a Moun- 
tain, whether produced by the Heat of 
the Sun upon corrupted Mud and Slime, 
or from the Ooze and Froth of the Sca, 

. was 
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was never known. That thefe Tahoos 
engendered, and their Brood in a ſhort 
time grew ſo numerous as to over run 
and infeſt the whole Nation. That the 
Houyhnhnms to get rid of this Evil, 
made a general Hunting, and at laſt 
encloſed the whole Herd, and deſtroy- 
ing the elder every Hauybnhnm kept 
two ones young. in a Kennel, and 
brought them to ſuch a degree of Tame- 
neſs, as an Animal ſo ſavage by Na- 
ture can be capable of acquiring; uſing 
them for Draught and Carriage. That 
there ſeemed to be much Truth in this 
Tradition, and that thoſe Creatures 
could not be 1/nbniamphy (or Aborigines 
of the Land) becauſe of the violent Ha- 
tred the Houyhnhums, as well as all 
other Animals bore them; which al- 
though their evil Diſpoſition lufficientiy 
deſerved, could never have arrived at 
ſo high a Degree, if they had been 
Aborigines, or elſe they would have long 
ſince been rooted out. That the In- 
5 habitants taking a Fancy to uſe the 
Service 
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Service of the Jaboos, had very impru- 
dently neglected to cultivate the Breed 
of Apes, which were a comely Animal 
calily kept, more tame and orderly, 
without any offenſive Smell, ſtrong e- 
nough for Labour, although they yield 
to the other in Agility of Body ; and 
if their Braying be no agreeable Sound, 
it is far preferable to the horrible How- = 
lings of the Taboos. 


- » SEVERAL others declared their Sen- 
timents to the ſame purpoſe, when my 
Maſter propoſed an Expedient to the 
Aſſembly, whereot he had indeed bor- 
rowed the Hint from me. | He approv- 
ed of the Tradition, mentioned by the 
Honourable Member, who ſpoke before, 
and affirmed, that the two Zahoos ſaid 
to be firſt ſeen among them had been 
driven thither over the Sea; that com- 
ing to Land, and being forſaken by 
their Companions, they retired to the 
Mountains, and degenerating by de- 
grees, became in proceſs of time, much

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more ſavage than thoſe of their own 
Species in he Countty from whence 
theſe two Originals came. The reaſon 
8 of his Aſſertion was, that he had now 
in his Poſſeſſion, a certain wonderful 
Zahoo, (meaning my ſelf) which moſt 
of them had heard of, and many of them 
had ſeen. He then related to them, how 
he firſt found me, that my Body was 
all covered with an artificial Compo- 
ſure of the Skins and Hairs of other 
Animals: That I had a' Language of 
my own, and had thoroughly learned 
theirs: That I had related to him the 
Accidents which brought me thither: 
Thar” when he ſaw me without my Co- 
vering, Iwas an exact Taboo in every 
Part, only of a whiter colour, leſs hai- 
Iy, and with ſhorter Claws, He ad- 
ded, how I had ase dere to per- 
ſuade him, that in my own and other 
Countries the 7ahoos acted as the Go: 
verning, Rational Animal, and held the 
Houyhnhnms in Servitude : Thar he ob- 
ferved in me all the Qualities of a 7ahoo,

(For ſo I 
tranſlate the Word Lyhannb, although 
it be a much larger Fowl) That this 
Invention might be praCticed upon the 
younger Tahoos here, which, - beſides 
rendring them tractable and fitter for 
Uſe, would in an Age put an end to 
the whole -Specics without deſtroying 
Life. That, in the mean time the 
Houyhnhnms ſhould be exhorted to cul- 
tivate the Breed of Aſſes, which as 
they are in all reſpects more valuable 
Brutes, ſo they have this Advantage,

Tuts was all my Maſter thought

...T nt: Houyhnhums have no Letters, 
and conſequently, their Knowledge is 
all Traditional. But there: happening 
few Events of any Moment among a 
People ſo well united, naturally diſpoſed 
to every Virtue, wholly: governed by 


Reaſon, and cut off from all Com- 
merce with other Nations, the Hiſto- 


rical Part is cafily preſerved without 
burthening their Memories. I have al- 
ready obſerved, that they are ſubject 
to no Diſeaſes, and therefore can have 

3 na 
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no need of Phyſicians. However, they 
have excellent Medicines compoſed of 
Herbs, to cure accidental Bruiſes and 
Cuts in the Paſtern or Frog of the Foot 
by ſharp Stones, as well as other Maims 
and Hurts in the Ry parts of tag 
Body. 


THEY 8 the Year by the Re- 
volution of the Sun and the Moon, 
but uſe no Subdiviſions into Weeks. 
They are well enough acquainted with 
the Motions of thoſe two Luminaries, 
and underſtand the Nature of Eelzpſes ; 
and this is the utmoſt Progrels of their 


Aſtronomy. 


1n Paztry they muſt be allowed to 

excel all other Mortals z wherein the 
Juſtneſs of their Smilies, and the Mi- 
nuteneſs, as well as: Exactneſs of their 
Deſcriptions, are indeed inimitable. 
Their Verſes abound very much in both 
of theſe, and uſually contain either ſome 
cxalred Notions of Friendſhip and Be- 

| ncyolence, 


nevolence, ot the Praiſes of thoſe who 
were Victors in Races, and other bodily 
Exerciſes. Their Buildings, although 
very rude and ſimple, are not inconve- 
nient, but wellcontrived to defend them 
from all Injuries of Cold and Heat. 
They have a kind of Tree, which at For- 
ty Years old looſens in the Root, and 
falls with the firſt Storm ; they grow 
very ſtrait, and being pointed like 
Stakes with a ſharp ſtone, for the 
Houyhnhnms know not the Uſe of Iron) 
they ſtick them ere in the Ground a- 
bout ten Inches aſunder, and then weave 
in Oat-ſtraw, or ſometimes Wattles be- 
twixt them. The Roof is made after 
the ſame manner, and ſo are the 


Doors. 


T ne Houyhnhnms uſe the hollow 
part between the Paſtern and the Hoof 
of their Forefeet, as we do our Hands, 
and this with greater Dexterity, than 1 
could at firſt imagine. I have ſeen a 
White Mare of our Family thread a 

Needle 
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Needle (which I lent her on purpoſe) 
with that Joynt. They milk their 
Cows, reap their Oats, and do-all the 
Work which requires Hands, in the 
ſame manner. They have a kind of 
hard Flints, which by grinding againſt 
other Stones, they form into Inſtru- 
ments, that ſerve inſtead of Wedges, 
Axes, and Hammers. With Tools made 
of theſe Flint s, they likewiſe cut their 
Hay, and reap their Oats, which there 
groweth naturally in ſeveral Fields : 
The 7ahoos draw home the Sheaves in 
Carriages, and the Servants tread them 

in certain covered Hutts, to get out 
— Grain, which is kept in Stores. They 
make a rude kind of earthen and wood- 
en Veſſels, and bake the former in the 


Ir they can avoid Caſualties, they 
dic only of Old- Age, and are buried 
in the obſcureſt Places that can be found, 
their Friends and Relations expreſſing 
neither Joy nor Grief at their De- 

parture; 
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patture, nor dots the dying Perſon dif. 
cover the leaſt Regret that he is leav- 
ing the World, any more than if he 
were upon returning home from a Viſit 
to one of: his Neighbours,” I remember 
my Maſter having once made an Ap- 
pointment with a Friend and his Fa- 
mily to come to his Houſe upon ſome 
Affair of Importance, on the Day fix- 
ed, the Miſtreſs and her two Children 
came very late; ſne made two Excuſes, 
firſt for her Husband, who, as ſhe 
faid, happened that very Morning to 
Nnuonb. The Word is N ex- 


preſſive in their Language, but not 


caſily rendted into Engliſh, it ſignifies, 
ta retire to bis firſt Mother. Her Ex- 
cuſe for not coming ſooner, was, that 
her Husband dying late in the Morn- 
ing, ſhe was a good while conſulting 
her Servants about a convenient Place 
where his Body ſhould be laid; and I 
obſerved ſhe. behaved herſelf at our 
| Houſe, as Chearfully as the reſt, and 
died about three Months after. » 

PEE '$ | _ THEY 
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TS live generally to Seventy or 
Seventy-five Years, very ſeldom to Four. 
ſcore : Some Weeks before their Death 
they feel a gradual Decay, but with- 
out Pain, During this time they are 
much viſited 'by their Friends, becauſe 
they cannot go abroad, with their uſual 
Eaſe and Satisfaction. However, about 
ten Days before their Death, which 
they ſeldom fail in computing, they 
return the Viſits that have been made 
them by thoſe who are neareſt in the 
Neighbourhood, being carried in a con- 
venient Sledge drawn by 7ahoos, which 
Vehicle they uſc, not only upon this 
Occaſion, but when they grow old, up. 
on long Journeys, or when they are 
lamed by any Accident. And therefore 
when the dying Houybnhnms return 
thoſe Viſits, they take a ſolemn leave of 
their Friends, as if they were going to 
ſome remote Part of the Country, where 
they deſigned to paſs the reſt of theit 
Lives.

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I not whether it may be 
worth obſerving, that the Houyhnhnms 
have no Word in their Language to

"H A D ſettled. my little 'Occonomy 
to my. own Heart's. content. My 
Maſter had ordered a Room to be 
made for me after their manner, about 
fix. yards from the Houſe, the Sides and 
Floors of which I plaiſtered with Clay, 

. Part Iv. * and 
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and covered with Ruſh-matts of my own 
conttiving; I had beaten Hemp, which 
there grows wild, and made of it a fort 
of Ticking : This I filled with the Fea- 
thers of ſeveral Birds I had taken with 
Springes made of Tabods Hairs, and 
were excellent Food. I had worked 
two Chairs with my Kaife, the Sorrel 


Nag helping me in the groſſer and more 


laborions Part. When my «Cloaths 
were worn to Rags, I made myſelf o- 
thers with the Skins of Nabbets, and 


of a certain beautiful Animal about the 


fame ſize, called Nuuhnoh, the Skin of 
which is covered with à fine Down. 
of theſe 1 alſo made very tolerable 
Stockings. I ſoaled my Shoes with 
Wood which I cut from a Tree, and fit- 


ted to the upper Leather, and when this 


Was worn out, I ſupplied it with the Skis 
of Tabbor dried in the Sun. I often 
got Honey out of hollow Trees, which 
1 mingled with Water, or eat with my 
Bread. No Man could more verify the

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ture is very eaſily ſatisfied ; and, That 
_ Neceſſuty, is the Mother of Invention: 
J enjoyed perfect Health of Body and 
Tranquility of Mind; I did not find 
the treachery or inconſtancy of a Friend;

Enemy. I had no occaſion of bribing, 
flattering. or pimping, to procute the 
favour of any great Man or of his 
Minion. I wanted no Fence againft 
Fraud or Oppteſſion; Here was neither 
Phyſician to deſtroy my Body, nor Laws 
yer to ruin my Fortue; No Informer to 
watch my Words, and Actions, or forge 
Accuſations againſt me for hire : Here 
were no Gibers, Cenſuters, Backbiters, 
Pick-pockets, Highwaymen, Houſe- 
breakers, Attorneys, Bawds, Buffoons, 
Gameſtcrs, Politicians, Wits, Splenaticks, 
tedious Talkers, Controvertiſts, Raviſh- 
ers, Murderers, Robbers, Virtuoſo's ;

1 HAD the rote of being admit- 
ted to ſeveral Honyhnbnms; who came 
to viſit or dine with my Maſter, where 
his Honour graciouſly ſuffered me to 
Wait in the Room, and liſten to their 
Diſcourſe. Both he and his Company 
| would often deſcend to ask me Queſti- 
ons, and receive my Anſwers. I had 
Wo ſometimes the Honour of attend- 
ing my Maſter in his Viſits sto others. 
K "ITE — to ſpeak, except in 
Ce” anſwer 


* 
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anſwer to a Queſtion, and then I did 
it with inward Regret, becauſe it was 
a loſs of ſo much Time for improving 
myſelf : but I was infinitely delighted 
with the Station of an humble Auditor 
in ſuch converſations, where nothing 
paſſed but what was uſcful, expreſſed 
in the feweſt and moſt ſignificant 
Words: where the greateſt Decency 
was obſerved, withour the leaſt degree 
of Ceremony: where no Perſon ſpoke 
without being pleaſed himſelf, and pleaſ- 
ing his companions : where there was 
no Interruption, Tediouſneſs, Heat, or 
Difference of Sentiments. They have 
a Notion, That when People are met 
together, a ſhort Silence doth much 
improve converſation: This I found to 
be true; for during thoſe little Inter- 
miſſions of talk, new ideas would ariſe 
in their Thoughts, which very; much 
enlivened the Diſcourſe. Their Sub- 
jects are generally on Friendſhip and 
Benevolence, on Order and Oeconompy, 
ſomerimes upon the viſible Operations of 

L 3 Nature, 
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Nature, or ancient Traditions, upon the 
Bounds and Limits of Virtue, upon the 
uncrring Rules of Reaſon, or upon ſome 
Determinations, to be taken at the next 
great Aſſembly ; and often upon the va- 
rious excellencics of Poetry. I may 
add without vanity, that my preſence 
often gave them ſufficient matter for 
diſcourſe, becauſe it afforded my Maſter 
an occaſion of, letting his Friends into 
the Hiſtory of me and my Country, up- 
on which they were all pleaſed to de- 
ſcant in a manner not very advantage- 
ous to Human Kind; and for that 
xeaſon I ſhall not repeat what they 
ſaid: Only I may be allowed to ob- 
ſerve, That his Honour, to my great Ad- 
miration, appeared to underſtand the Na- 
ture of Tahoos in all Countries, much 
better than myſelf, He went through 
all our Vices and Follies, and diſcover-

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capable of exerting; and. concluded, 
with too much Probability, how vile 
as well as miſerable ſucly a creature

I FREELY confels, that all the lit- 
tle knowledge I have of any value, 
was acquired by the Lectures I receiy- 
ed from my Maſter, and from hearing 
the Diſcourſes of him and his Friends; 
to which I ſhould be prouder to liſten, 
than to dictate to the greateſt and wiſeſt 
Aſſembly in Europe. I admired the 
Strength, Comelineſs, and Speed of 
the Inhabitants ; and ſuch a Conſtel- 
lation of Virtues in luch amiable Per- 
ſons produced in me the higheſt vene- 
ration. At firſt, indeed, I did not feel 
that natural awe which the 7ahoos and 

all other Animals beat towards them, 

| — it grew upon me by degrees, much 
5 ſooner than I imagined, and was min- 
gled with a reſpectful Love and Gra- 


Ale, that they would condeſcend to

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diſtinguiſh me from the reſt of my 
ſpecics. 1 


. Warn I thought of my Family, 
my Friends, my Country men, or Hu- 


man Race in general, I conſidered 


them as they really were, Tahoos in 
ſhape and diſpoſition, . only a little 
civilized, and qualified with the Gift of 
Speech, but making no other uſe of 
Reaſon, than to improve and multiply 
thoſe Vices, whereof their brethren in 
this Country had only the ſhare that 
Nature allotted them. When I hap- 
pened to behold the Reflection of my 
own Form in a Lake or 'a Fountain, I 
turned away my Face in horror and de- 
teſtation of my ſelf, and could better 
endure the ſight of a common 7ahoo, 
than of my own Perſon. By converſing 
with the Houyhnhnms, and looking up- 
on them With delight, 1 fell to imitate 

their Gate and Geſture,” which' is now 
grown into an habit, and my Friends 


Often tell me in a blunt way, that I rot

for a great compliment: Neither ſhall

IN the midſt of all this Happineſs 
and when 1 looked upon my ſelf to be 
fully ſettled for Life, wy Maſter ſent 
for me one morning a little earlier 
than his uſual Hour. I obſerved by his 
Countenance that he was in ſome per- 
plexity, and at a loſs how to begin 
what he had to ſpeak. After a ſhort 
ſilence, he told me, He did not know 
how I would take what he was going 
to fay ; ; that in the laſt general afſem- 
bly, when the Affair of the Tahoos 
was entered upon, the Repreſentatives 
had taken offence at his kceping a 7a- 
hoo (meaning myſelf) in his Family 
more like a Houyhnhnm, than a Brute 
Animal. That he was known frequent- 


ly 
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ly to codon with me, as.if he could 
receive ſome. advantage or pleaſure j in 
my Company : That ſuch a practice 
was not agreeable to the Reaſon or Na- 
ture, nor a thing never heard of before 
among them. The Aſſembly did there 
fore exhort him, either to employ me 
like the reſt of my ſpecies, or com- 
mand me. to ſwim back to the place 
from whence I came. That the firſt 
of theſe expedients was utterly reject- 
ed by all the H ounhnhnums, who had 
ever ſeen me at his Houſe or their 
own: For they alledged, That becauſe 
I. had ſome rudiments of Reaſon, 
added to the natural pravity of thoſe 
Animals, it was to be fearcd, I might 
be able to ſeduce them into the woody 
and - mountainous parts of the Coun- 
try, and bring them in Troops by 
night to deſtroy the Houyhnhnms 
Cattle, as being naturally of the 
ravenqus Kind, and averſe from La- 
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My Maſter added, That he was 
al preſſed by the Houyhnhnms of 
the neighbourhood to have the Aſſem- 
bly's Exhortation executed, which he 
could not put off much longer. He 
doubted it would be impoſſible for me 
to ſwim to another Country, and there- 
fore wiſhed I would conttive ſome 
ſort of vehicle reſembling thoſe I had 
deſcribed ro him, that might carry me 
on the Sea, in_which work 1 ſhould. 
have the aſliſtance of his own Ser- .. 
yants, as well as thoſe. of bis Neigh- 
bours. He concluded, That for his

| IAS ſtruck with the utmoſt ger 
and deſpair at my Maſter's Diſcourſe, 
and being unable to ſupport the Ago- 
nies I was under, I fell into a Swoon 
at his Feet; when I came to my- 
ſelf, he told me, that he concluded I 
had been dead. (For | theſe People 
are ſubject to no ſuch imbecillities

1 related when my Crew conſpired 
againſt me, and confined me to my 
Cabbin. How I continued there ſeve- 
ral Weeks, without knowing what 
courſe we took, and when I was put 
a ſhoar in the Long- boat, how the Sai- 
lors told me with Oaths, whether true 
or falſe, that they knew not in what 
part of the World we were. How- 
ever, I did then believe us to be a- 
bout ten Degrees Saut hu ard of the 
Cape o, Good Hope, or about 45 De- 
grees Southern Latitude, as I gathered 
from ſome general Words 1 overheard 
among them, being I ſuppoſed ro the 
South-Eaſt. in their intended Voyage 
to Madagaſcar... And although this 
were bur little better than conjecture, 
yet 1 reſolyed to ſteer my courſe Eaft- 

ard, hoping to reach the South-Weſt 
coal of N ers. Holland, and ge 
ſome 
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ſome ſuch Ifland as I deſired, lying 
Weſtward of it. The Wind was full 
Weſt, and by ſix in the Evening I com- 
puted I had gone Eaſtward at leaſt 
eighteen Leagues, when I ſpied a very 
ſmall Iſland about half a League off, 
which I ſoon reached. It was nothing 
but a Rock with one creek naturally 
arched by the force of Tempeſts. Here 
T put in my Canoo, and climbing up 
a part of the Rock, I could plainly diſ- 
cover Land to the Faſt, extending from 
South to North.

fore I could get far enough into the

live with European Tahoos.. I drew up 
my-Canoo as cloſe as I could to the 
Shore, and hid myſelf behind a' Stone

THE Ship e came within half a WON 
of this Creek, and ſent out her Long- 
Boat with Veſſels to take in freſh Wa- 
ter (for the Place it ſeems was very 
well known) but I did not obſerve it 
till the Boat was almoſt on Shore, and 
it was too late to ſeck another Hiding- 
place. The Seamen at their landing ob- 
ſerved my Canoo, and rummaging it 
all over .cafily conjectured that the Owner 
could not be far off.

I know likewiſe, that Writers of Traycls, 
like Dictionary - Makers, are ſunk into 
Oblivion by the Weight and Bulk of 
thoſe who come after, and therefore 
lie uppermoſt. And it is highly proba- 
ble, that ſuch Travellers who ſhall here- 
after viſit the Countries deſcribed in this 
Work of mine, may by detecting 
my Errors, (if there be any) and ad- 
* many ney Diſcoveries of their 


own, 
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own,/juſtle me out of Vogue, and ſtand 
in my Place, making the World forget 
that I was ever an Author. This indeed 
would be too great a Mortification if 
1I wrote for Fame : But, as my ſole 
Intention was the PUBLICK Goop, 
I cannor be altogether diſappointed. For 
who can read or the Virtues I have men-
